Egg  Plant,  Pepper  Sweet  Potato,  Tomato,  etc.,  can  be  set  in  gardens  any  time  in  May 
ij  protected  from  fronts,  our  kule  for  setting  the  main  crop  is  as  follows:  If  the  weather  is 
cold  about  the  middle  of  May,  it  is  usually  safe  to  set  as  soon  afterward  as  the  ground  is  well 
warmed  up.  Bui,  if  warm  and  summery  then,  we  wait,  expecting  a  cold  snap  during  the 
latter  part  of  of  May.  and  it  usually  comes. 

Cauliflower,  Egg  Plant,  Pepper,  and  Sweet  Potato  plants  are  kept  on  sale  until  about 
June  20th.
